Constantinople, Dec, 8.——Letters 
from a late date from Gatipuli report 
terrible excesses by the Turkish troops 
in that district. The telegraph lines 
having been cut beyond Gallipoli, the 
ministry authorities held the Christian 
villages respons!ble for the work, and 
ordered a detachment of troops to 
punish the residents. 

The troops burned the houses, held 
many of the villagers for ransom, 
massacred those who retused to pay, 
assaulted the women and carried on 
wholesale pillage. The villages of 
Maigara, Keshen, Karagjali, Aloali, 
Grabunar and Examili were practical- 
ly destroyed. The Turkish reinforce- 
ments from Asia Minor cuutinue to 
arrive at Gallipoli, 

The authorities at Janina report 
that eighteen battalions, comprising 
the remnants of the Monastir army, 
have reached there with artillery and 
ammunition, thus strengthening the 
Turkish position at that important Al- 
banian town.

The Valiant leader of 
the forlorn hope must have gathered 
to himself at least one or two ad- 
ditional supporters besides the “us” 
su, often used in. his deseription of 
the fray. As a matter of fact, every 
measure, without exception, introduc- 
ed last year, which could be described 
with no uncertainty as ‘progressive,’ 
had not only the suffrage of a ma- 
jority of the board, but received the 
votes of all, Such records as are 
kept of the votes cast at board meet- 
ings will bear me out in this, 

And let me say right here, that 
even if Dr. Park's name should hap- 
pen to be coupled on these records 
with a certain few of the motions re- 
ferred to, it does not by any means 
follow that the meastre was his 
bright idea, and his alone.

ST. JAMES PALACE * 
AT THEIR DISPOSAL 


Greece is Expected to Sign Armis-

London, Dec. 7—The British gov- 
ernment has placed the historic St. 
James palace at the disposal of the 
peace plenipotentaries representing 
the Ottoman empire and the allied 
Baikan nations for the purpose of 


holding their conferences. 

The meeting of the diplomats which 
is arranged for next Friday, December 
13, is looked forward to with great 
interest here and the general hope 
prevails that the outcome o1 the ne- 
gotiations will be a settlement of the 
Balkan question which has troubled 
Europe for so many years. 


AUSTRIA DEMANDS 
DRASTIC SATISFACTION 


Vienna, Dec, of the 
Austrian consul, on the 
Servian outrages, to which he is said 
to have been subjected at Prisrenda, it 
was said, was to have Deen published 
Monday. Now, however, it is said 
that it is not known when the report 
will be given out, and no explanation 
of the delay is made. 

It has been known, nowever, that 
the insults at Prisrend to the consul 
and the Austrian flag were of @ very 
serious nature and that an ultimate 
satisfaction will be asked from Ser- 
via. The demands, it is said, wil) 
include the following remarkable con- 
ditions:— 

First—The removal of Gen, Janko- 
vie, commander of the Servian army 
corps at Prisrend. 

Gecond—The degradation of the 
officers who took part in the outrage. 

Third—That a Servian regiment will 
march past the Austrian consulate at 
Prisrend and salute the Austrian flag. 

Fourth—King Peter, of Servia, in 
full dress, shall visit the Austrian 
minister at Belgrade and apologize. 

It is believed that Count Berehthold 
is still expecting to arrive at an un- 
derstanding with Servia, 41 so, the 
satisfaction demanded may be less 
drastic in character, 


ARRANGING FOR PEACE 
CONFERENCE IN LONDON 


London, Dec. 7—The british gov- 
ernment is busy making arrangements 
for the peace conference wuich meets 
here, as if in deflance of all supersti- 
tions, on Friday, Decemoer 12, Ac-

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Overcoming Obstacles in Pavement Construction 


The past season has been abnormal in respect to the nature and extent of the difficulties that faced contractors on construction works. The supply of labor has been ir” 
regular, the secnring of material has been a huge task, and the interruptions caused by unfavorable weather have been frequent and protracted. In order to carry out a program 
of public works within the time limit suggested, it has been necessary to adopt radical and aggressive measnres, Even with the adoption of such steps all the works projected by 
the civic authorities have not been completed. 

Pavements have furnished a notable exception. All the works that were undertaken were completed on time, regardless of obstacles. | What those obstacles were can 
be judged from the experience of those engaged in laying the BITULITHIC PAVEMENT. Fine weather, as everyone knows, is essential to progress in out-of-door construction 
activity. The weather of 1912 was decidedly unfavorable, to use a mild term, Long periods of rainfall made it necessary to suspend operations in cases were they had been 
begun, and to postpone the beginning of the other contracts.

Afrangements had been made to obtain the requisite broken stone 
and gravel from the plant of the Edmonton Gravel Company at Clover Bar, but it was impossible to arrange for the construction of a spur track at that point to facilitate de- 
liveries. The material was actually brought out by teams, at great additional expense and with a succession of delays. | A famine in cement threatened to tie up the work at 
different times through the summer, due to the inability of Canadian firms to supply the quantities required. With all the care that was taken to obtain material near at hand, it 
was necessary eventually to bring cement from Chicago. As for broken stone, sixty carloads were brought from Calgary, at a cost for freight alone of $1.80 per cubic yard ; 
twenty-two more from Saskatoon, at a cost for freight of $3.60 per cubic yard. This stone was supplied from the crushers of BITULITHIC & CONTRACTING, LIMITED,

The people of Lawonton are to be congratulated on having secured so much good work on thelr roadways. They have reason to be proud of their improved streets, The paving contractors 
have been called upon to exeri every energy to Keep faith with the civic authorties, and the results should be mutually satisfactory, © Edmonton deserves to have the best pavements that can be secured 
and she is getting them. Obstacles in coustruction may be eliminated from consideration in view cf the fact that all the contracts have been completed on time.
